Charges Robey, Stooge 
for NAM Uses Dies 
Probe ‘Technique’ 


Attacks by a committee of the 
National Association of Manufac- 
turers on schoclbooks represent an 
organized effort to create a “text- 
book blacklist,” the Teachers Union, 
Local 5, charged yesterday. 

In @ formal statement the union 
assailed the NAM committee, head- 
ed by Prof. Ralph West Robey of 
Columbia University as “using the 
smear technique” of the Dies Com- 
mittee. 


Dr. Robey’s committee recently 
published a report on social science 
textbooks used in schools through- 
out the country and complained 
that many of them were: critical of 
the system of private profit. 

The Teachers’ Union statement 
in part follows: 


“The National Association of 
Manufacturers report on textbooks 
and the accompanying pronuncia- 
mento by Professor Robey are the 
latest and most serious attacks in 
the current campaign being waged 
against freedom of teaching. Using 
the ‘smear’ technique made famous 
by Dies, the report Is intended, de- 
spite all pious denials, to set up a 
textbook blacklist, stifle any critical 
mention of monopolistic practices 
and eventually transform all teach- 
ers into ‘yes-men’ who are com- 
pletely subservient to the vested in- 
terests. 


“The Teachers’ Union categori- 
cally rejects such interference with 
the school system. It welcomes and 
urges criticism by all interested 
parties which is motivated by the 
desire to see to it that the Amer- 
ican child gets the best possible 
education and not merely that edu- 
cation which is suitable to big busi- 
ness interests.

WORKS ON SOCIALIST CALL 


When the war broke out if 
Europe, he drew very powerful 
anti-war ‘cartoons which were 
published in the New York Work 
until one day in the spring of 
1915 when that newspaper shift- 
ing its attitude on the war, asked 
him to make .cartoons favoring 
the Allied side. Minor refused 
and went to work for the. New 
York Call, the dally Socialist 
paper of the time. Shortly after- 
wards, he left for Europe as war 
correspondent to do sketches for 
both the Call and the NRA syn- 
dicate of the Scripps papers. On 
the boat, a despondent French 
conscript returning home, com- 
mitted suicide and tried to kill 
Minor. Minor wrote the story 
for the Socialist daily, and the 
artist now became famous as & 
journalist too» He was now aé- 
signed to write as well as draw. 
But the dispatches that he sent 
from France and Italy depicted 
the discontént among the people 
and speculated even at that early 
date on the possibility of a rev- 
olutionary outburst. The NEA 
soon stopped printing the dis- 
patches, therefore, but they con- 
tinued to flash from the pages 
of the Call. 

PIONEERS FOR MOONEY 

Back once again in the United 
States, Minor was sent by the 
Call and the NEA as correspond- 
ent with General  Pershing’s 
Army which was beginning to in- 
vade Mexico. Minor was not ex- 
actly welcomed by Pershing, since 
the Call had advertized in ad- 
vance that he was going to Mex- 
ico to “tear the brass buttons off 
Wall Street imperialism.” 

When the Woodrow Willson raid 
on Mexico failed to produce the 

war, the war correspond- 
ent found himself in Los Angeles 
in 1916. While there, he received 
a telegram urging him to come 
to San Francisco to help five trade 
unionists who had been arrested 
on a framed-up charge of mur- 
der, One of the five was named 
Tom Mooney. It was the sharp- 
est incident on the Pacific Coast 
of the great labor struggles of the 
war period.

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‘Draft Industry’ 
To Break Strikes 


In its zeal to fatten.the bulging pocket- 
books of the Sixty Families, the Roosevelt 
Administration is going in for a ruthless 
sort of strike-breaking. 

The Journal of Commerce yesterday re- 
ferred to “the growing feeling” in Wash- 
ington that the Government will invoke the 
“draft industry” clause of the Conscription 
Law to prohibit strikes. 

The Wall Street publication notes. with 
some satisfaction that “it is already illegal 
to strike against the Federal government,” 
But what it does not state is that the whole 
“draft industry” proposition so far as the 
employers are concerned, is a huge joke. 
Under that clause, as the Daily Worker has 
pointed out, the big employer will actually 
be paid by the government for allowing it to 
do his strike-breaking for him. 

What is the occasion for this fascist-like 
threat against labor? The United Press 
stated, in a “survey” two days ago, that 
$60,000,000 in “defense” orders were tied 
up by strikes. That figure can be subjected 
to much checking up; there is considerable 
doubt that it is true. But true or not, the big 
employers have already taken many times 
more than $60,000,000 out of the “defense” 
industries in exorbitant profiteering. It is 
these employing interests who are in reality 
tying up these projects with their low wages, 
their speed-up and their staggering profits. 

The gentlemen at the head of this war 
government apparently believe with Barnum 
that the working people like to be fooled. In 
this case, these gentlemen are entitled to re- 
ceive a rude awakening. Labor can let it be 
known emphatically that it will not give up 
its right to strike. 
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HOLC Exploits in New Jersey 


„ There was no cheer for small home own- 
ers in the report last week of the Home Own- 
ers Loan Corporation on its operations to date 
in the State of New Jersey. One-third of the 
homes on which the federal agency had made 
loans had been taken away by it through 
foreclosures on the properties. 

To cite the exact figures: the HOLC had 
lent money to 36,340 Jerseyites and had 
acquired by foreclosure 12,700 of their homes. 
These people did not want to lose the roofs 
over their heads. The report itself acknowl- 
edges that they were unable to repay the 
loans because of heavy real estate taxes. 

The government, while pretending to aid 
these home-owners, took from them the 
means by which they could maintain these 
small homes. Quite clearly, the people will 
have to rely on themselves for the defense of 
their homes—through a political expression 
of their own, a Farmer-Labor Party, which 
will not make the governmental apparatus 
the agency for breaking up homes but for 
building them.

Lay Fighter’s Death 
To Bad Heart 


CHICAGO, Feb. 25 (UP).—A 
coroner’s physician said today 
hypertrophy (enlargement) of the 
heart had caused the death of 
Arne Anderson, 22-year-old St. 
Paul, Minn., heavyweight who died 
last night during the seventh 
round of the windup match at a 
Chicago arena, 

Anderson had climbed fhto the 
ring for his bout with Lon Thomas 
of Indianapolis after an examina- 
tion by Dr. Frank Logaria, physi- 
clan for the Illinois Boxing Com- 
mission, had indicated he was 
physically sound. He had been in 
training ten days for thg match | 
and had fought at the same arena 
three weeks ago when he knocked 
out his opponent in the first round. 

He took a hard right on the chin 
during the seventh round and they 
went into a clinch. Referee Walter 
Brightman separated them and 
Anderson fell backward. His head 
hit the canvas and he lay motion- 
less. Logaria entered the ring im- 
mediately and orderer a pullmotor 
squad called. The rescue squad 
worked over Anderson for an hour.
